Prosecution of profiteers in 
food and clothing has began 
throughout Kentucky by the Fair 
Price Commission acting in con 

junction with the U.S. District 
Attorneys for the Eastern and 
Western districts of the 8tate. A 
fair price list has been estimated 
on the most essential food pro. 
ducts and a copy of same will be 
mailed to anyone on request. On 
February 6, a warrant was issued 
for 0. E. Brett, president of one 
of the large department stores of 
Louisville and his examining trial 
w as set for March 6th, for over- 
charging H cents a pound on 
sugar. On February 8th warrants 
were issued for store keepers in 
Beaver Dam, Carlisle, Pulaski 
and Boston for selling food pro- 
ducts by short weight. These 
were stores in the eastern and 
western <-o a | fields, operated by 
coal companies found to be over- 
charging their miners and other 
customers. On Feb. 11 a warrant 
was issued for John C. Lewis, 
president of another large de- 
partment store in Louisville, for 
overcharging $1.00 per yard for 
dress goods The Commission has 
sought the co-operation of every 
County Attorney in Kentucky 
and a great number have now 
responded and are investigating 
local conditions in their counties. 
It is now bringing persuasive 
measures to bear on shoe dealers 
whose prices are dropping; has 
standardized Oread at a full 10 
ounce for a pound loaf with a 
maximum price of Scents, and is 
taking up the milk situation and 
other matters from which results 
are expected. Where profits are 
found to he justified the Com- 
mission will not interfere, but it 
will prosecute all overcharge if 
Kentucky citizens will make 
complaint and stand in readiness 
to swear out warrants for tho>e 
who are overcharging them
